The other one is the Tom-Tom, 
published by students at Antioch 
Community High School. 

Every third Sunday morning of 
the month in the school year, 
editors, writers and Publication 
Advisor Michael Gordy bring the ■ 
stories and photographs together on 
the school's computers in the 
- journalism lab. By the end of the 
week, 5,000 issues of the paper are 
printed by Southern Lakes Media. 
Tom-Tom students then distribute 
. their work throughout Lindenhurst, 
Lake Villa and Antioch. 

It is a newspaper so good that it 
is on the verge of entering a national 
hall of fame for journalism excel- 
lence, 

"We believe in quality journal- 
ism,- said Editor-in-Chief Louis'"^" 
Korom. "That's what we've been 
trying to do this year." 

He made the remark during a 
presentation to the Antioch Rotary 
Club on Feb. 25 at Columbia Bay 
Brewery restaurant. At the time, he 
was holding a $1,200 digital camera 
that the editors had bought with 
money donated by Antioch Rotari- 
ans.

submissions as well as lis fund-rais- 
ers. The contests reflect a commit- 
ment to quality. The fund raisers re- 
flect a commitment to paying their 
bills. 

"Every month we have a bake 
sale," she said. The sales have been 
held at State Bank of The Lakes, and 
this year they are at First National 
Bank-Employee Owned. Baked 
goods are also sold to students at 
school. 

"We use it for a cash fund," she 
said. The money pays for film, pro- 
cessing costs, and supplies that are 
needed to put the paper together. 

"In December, we have a candy 
cane sale," Hintz said. "It's like a 
candy-gram." 

: Kristen Hungarland is the finan- 
cial manager. "I'm in charge of all 
the Incoming money from the ad- 
vertising we do," she said. "I deal 
with the ad clients." 

Alljoumalism students are re- 
quired to bring in five advertisers 
per issue as part of their work on the 
.newspaper. Hungarland said that it 
takes initiative to obtain the adver- 
tising, but it is not difficult. "We're 
well known in the community," she 
said. "(Advertisers are) always hap- 
py with the service they receive." 

The January issue had 78 adver- 
tisements from a full-range of com- 
munity businesses in Antioch, Un- 
denhurst, and Lake Villa including 
both The Advertiser and The News- 
Sun. 

Korom told Rotarlans that the 
paper takes its lead for producing 
quality journalism from the Chica- 
go Tribune., This year, the paper 
went towards a Tribune-style pa- 
per with an emphasis on content. 
"That was our focus," he said later. 
All the editors are looking for ways 
to make the paper as good as a 
professional newspaper, according 
to Korom. 

Feedback suggests they may be 
at or near their goal. Hintz works on 
the entries to competitive evalua- 
tions so they may learn how to im- 
prove the quality of their work. 
They receive feedback, and awards, 
from National Scholastic Press As- 
sociation,' Kettle Moraine Press As- 
sociation, and Columbia Scholastic 
Press Association. 

"We're among the top schools 
who submit to these competitions 
in the nation," Hintzsaid. 

From Columbia, the Tom-Tom. 
has received the Gold Medal Award. 
"That's their highest award," said 
Korom. 

For nine years, the paper has 



been an award winning paper In 
competitions sponsored by the Na- 
tional Scholastic Press Association. 
"We received their All-American rat- 
ing," Korom said of last year's pa- 
per. "If we get it next year, we will be 
elected into the NSPAHall of Fame 
for student newspapers." 

The hall of fame honors papers 
that have received the All-American 
rating each year for a decade. Ko- 
rom told Rotarians that there are . 
only 32 papers in the nation named 
to the hall of fame. 

Students work on the Tom-Tom 
and receive course credit. "It is a 
class," said Hintz. "We do get Eng- 
lish credit for It." 

The staff meets every day. 
There is a sophomore year Intro- 
ductory journalism course. Juniors 
and seniors are the ones who actu- 
ally work on the paper. "I believe 
right now there are 23," Hintzsaid. 

Credit for the quality of the pa- 
per is attributable to factors such as 
staff attitude, quality of equipment, 
support from the community, stu- 
dent interest and support, school 
officials' support, advertising, and 
Gordy. 

Korom said, "You won't find a 
better teacher on the planet than 
Mike Gordy." Gordy is an English 
teacher, publications advisor/and 
the school's web site coordinator. 

"He'll teach you how to do 
something if you don't know how to 
doit." 

Hungarland said that Gordy 
uses competitive journalism to pre-- 
pare his students for college acade- 
mic life. The skills that are learned 
while publishing the Tom-Tom are 
applicable to other academic work- ; 
that students must do; 

"The Tom-Tom is a great medi- 
um for so much because we work so 
hard," said Korom.. 

Right now the staff Is evaluat- ' 
Ing candidates for next year's edi- 
tors for the papen "As a group, se- 
nior editorsMecide on nextyeaf's 
staff," said Hintz. There is a period 
of transition during the final issues 
of the year. 

"We want to throw some praise 
out for Antioch Community High 
School," said Korom. "Antioch 
Community High School has done 
so'much for the staff." 

He said that the school adminis- 
trators, Michael Gordy, and the fac- 
ulty bring a professional attitude to 
their approach with the newspaper. 
That attitude, in turn, affects how 
the students approach their work 
on the paper. •

Fire fighter raffle 
seeks infrared helmet

Antioch fire fighters are sponsor- 
ing a raffle to obtain one of the most 
advanced pieces of rescue equipment 
to find victims In a burning building. 

First prize for ticket buyers is 
$5,000 cash. The top prize for fire . 
fighters will be a camera that distin- 
guishes images by heat and lets them 
see through black smoke. 

"One in every 20 people will win 
a cash prize," said Captain Sam 
Frankson of the Antioch Fire Depart- 
ment First Fire Protection District. 

To support the firefighter raffle 
for the expensive piece of equip- 
ment, die Antioch Chamber of Com- 
merce and Industry has postponed 
its own CAN Raffle. 
** "It'jTihe "chambers way'of sup- 
porting the fire department," said 
President Barbara Porch, "We will 
postpone the CAN raffle until the fire 
department has completed theirs." 

The CAN Raffle raises money for 
the chamber's "Community Action 
Now"'program for the downtown 
area. By postponing their own raffle, 
chamber members are able to offer 
their support to a fund raiser that 
benefits the entire Antioch area. 

"This is the most modem fire 



technology for saving lives in the fire 
service," said Frankson. "When you 
walk in (the burning building) with 
the camera, you can see everything.'* 

It is a camera that helps firefight- 
ers see through smoke and pinpoint 
hot spots. 

The manufacturer of the 
CAIRNS IRIS Thermal Imaging Cam- 
era has compiled a videotape to 
demonstrate the operation of the 
camera. The demonstration shows 
the reality of fire fighting that virtual- 
ly no one every sees. 

Smoke renders fire fighters 
blind. 

Antioch fire fighters can regain 
their vision with the IRIS Thermal 
Camera since it will be able to see 
bodies and where the fire Is located, 
m .This will improve, survival chances 
; "for victims and will allow fire fighters 
to immediately locate a fire to extin- 
guish it more quickly. 

Tickets for the raffle are sold at 
the Antioch fire station and at banks 
in downtown Antioch. 

Only 200 tickets will be sold, and 
they cost $150 apiece. The raffle will 
raise $30,000 of which $10,000 will be 
given away as 10 cash prizes. 

The drawing will be Sunday, 
April 1 1 during an open house at the 
fire station from 1:30 to 2:30 p.m.

As many of you may already know, the train is my preferred mode of travel in Europe. It's 
economical, and I don't have to worry about trying (o read maps, foreign road signs and drive al the same 
time, • 

. There is, however, much to be said in favor of renting a car in Europe. And with the opening of the 
Channel Tunnel (Chunnel), driving from London to Paris is now a reality! More about that in a moment. 

Who hasn't dreamed of zipping down the highway at over 100 MPH in a cool looking Mercedes- 
Benz, or maybe a BMW? Realize that dream by renting a car in Germany where there are no speed 
limits on the aulobahns. 

You may, however, want to slow down and enjoy one of Germany's more scenic routes such as the 
Romantic Road.'lhc Fairy Tale Road, the German Wine Road and the Castle Road. 

If flowers are your thing, plan on visiting Holland between March and May and follow the tourist 
route called "The Flower Tour" through the tulip fields. It will also take you to the Japanese Garden in 
the Hague or the international rose exhibition in Wcsibroek Park. 

As I mentioned earlier, you can now drive from Britain to France via the "Chunnel." Actually, you 
drive your car onto a train for the 35-minule crossing under the North Sea from Folkstonc, England to 

Calais, France. 

Even the problems of can in Britain being of the right-hand-drive variety, white those in the rest of 
Europe are left-hand-drive, have been solved by Hertz, At the end of the tunnel you can trade your rental 
car for one with the steering wheel on the correct side for the country in which you are entering. 

You'll find that with the exception of Germany's autobahn, France's autoroutcs and the Italian 
autostradc, there are few expressways in Europe.

Also avoid using your horn while driving in Europe. In some towns it's even illegal, Europeans flash 

their tights instead. 

Remember too, that gas in Europe is very expensive (that price on the station sign is per liter, multiply 
by about 4 to get the gallon price). Discount self-service stations do exist, though not as plentiful as back 
home, so fill up when you find one.

The first time you look under 
the hood of an electric vehicle, 
you'll be struck by what's not 
there. In fact, what's truly amaz- 
ing about an electric vehicle is 
not what goes into it, but what 
doesn't go into it. 

An electric vehicle has three 
basic parts: a battery which 
stores and supplies. the energy, 
an electric motor which turns the 
wheel, and a motor controller 
which supplies energy to the mo- 
tor. 

There's no engine because an 
electric vehicle doesn't need an 
engine. There's no exhaust sys- 
tem-and no pollution-so there's 
no need for a tailpipe. What 
about pistons? Timing belts? Crankshaft? 
Not there. Not needed. 
It takes a lot of metal and rubber to power 
an internal combustion engine: hoses, 
plugs, coils, filters, pumps, pistons, 
valves, rotors and injectors, to name a 
few. It also takes fluids-transmission, 
brake, steering-and belts to keep the en- 
gine greased, firing, and turning to oper- 
ate the car. 

The EV is much simpler. Its fuel, elec- 
trical, and drive systems don't need the 
customary bells and whistles. An electric 
vehicle has about 30 moving parts to an 
internal combustion engine's 300.

The Gardeners of Central Lake County are celebrating their 50th anniversary in style

Sure, we've endured a March 
which has already brought us 
, nearly a foot of snow. And it 
;.came just after a February in 
which we were taunted by high tem- 
peratures and sunny skies. But fear 
not, spring will come, and for many 
people in Lake County, that means 
more activity in the garden. 

Gardening is a very popular 
hobby in Lake County, especially 
among the area's senior citizens, 
and some look for a 
common place to 
share ideas and talk 
about different as- 
pects of gardening 
and stimulate inter- 
est in those with 
just a minor in- 
volvement in gar- 
dening and horti- 
culture. 

The place for area gardeners to 
do that is the Gardeners of Lake 
County, a gardening club based in 
the Libertyville area which has been 
around for 50 years. 

The club officially began on 
March 2, 1949 with 35 charter mem- 
bers, headed by Gene Pfister, presi- 
dent of the Men's Garden Clubs of 
America from 1945-46. The name of 
the club back then was the Llber- 
tyville-Mundelein Men's Garden 
Club, which was changed to its cur- 
rent moniker about 10 years ago. 

Now it is one of the only co-ed 
garden clubs in Northern Illinois, t 
and has members from all over Lake 



County, not just the Libertyville, 
Mundelein, Vernon Hills area. 

Enrollment soared from 35 in 
1949 to 129 in 1953, then dipped in 
the 1960s before reaching its peak in 
1976 of 148. The current member- 
ship numbers about 50, but the club 
is always looking to expand. 

From the beginning, the pur- 
pose of the club was to promote 
civic interest and pride in private 
gardens, community parks and in- 
dustrial sites, as well as to develop 
interest and increase knowledge 
among gardeners.

But the rose garden at Cook 
Park in Libertyville is the jewel in the 
club's crown, and by no coincidence 
it is the center of attention for the 
50th anniversary celebrations which 
began March 8th and will continue 
for much of the spring. 

"We're going to have a cake and 
talk about the history of the club 
and go out to the rose garden," said 
Plasz, prior to the festivities. "It Is 
the biggest thing we do and the 
thing we are known for. Part of the 
program will be a "How to Grow 
Roses" class which will begin 
tonight and continue through the 
spring and summer on Wednesday 
nights." 

The rose garden, established in 
1952, has been the pride of the club 
for years, and people are always ask- 
ing club members how to grow ros- 
es. With that impetus, the club is 
now offering the new classes to an- 
swer any and all questions from the 
soil treatment to pruning. 

"There's an awful lot published 
about it (growing roses), but a lot of 
the time it doesn't necessarily per- 
tain to your backyard," said 
Enevold. 

Some of the upcoming topics at 
the classes will include how to trim 
and prune roses, developing 
soil/preparing the bed, fertilizers, 
insecticide spraying and winteriz- 
ing. 

"We try to provide a community 
service, and that attracts people to

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More on planting 
and growing roses 



Last week we discussed the 
various types of roses and 
the varieties you may like to 
plant in your garden. You 
can put several roses together to 
make a rose bed, plant a group of 
the same kind or rose in a line to 
create a hedge, or work your roses 
into a mixed bed or border with 
other flowers. 

In all three of these scenarios, 
you will discover that roses do not 
look beautiful all of the time. Solve 
this problem by using companion 
plants that look great when the ros- 
es are not blooming. Usually roses 
do not look good in the winter, early 
spring and midsummer. 

As far as when and where to 
buy the roses you will plant, a good 
selection will be available in garden 
supply stores soon. Plants are sold 
bare-root with their roots tightly 
wrapped in plastic. Such roses look 
dead, but they are merely sleeping, 
in other words dormant 

If you want your roses to per- 
form really well, spend a few extra 
dollars and buy Grade One plants. 
They have more stems and roots 
than cheaper Grade Two plants. 
Most roses are really two plants in 
one. The first plant is the hardy, vig- 
orous root, and the second plant is 
the fancy rose grafted onto that 
root. The graft union should look 
like a solid bulge just above the 
roots, and the plant should have at 
least three main canes reaching for 
the sky. 

You will notice many roses are 
labeled MRS, which stands for AH- 
American Rose Selections. Rose va- 
rieties that win the AARS designa- 
tion are generally among the best. 
Also, the greatest and best roses are 
patented. After a while you will rec- 
ognize some well known breeders 
such as Jackson and Perkins. 

Roses like a neutral soil pH of 
6.5 to 7.0 but other than that, they 
arc not picky about the soil in 
which they are planted. 

To plant a bare-rooted rose in 
good, rich topsoil, dig a hole wide

enough to extend the roots with- 
out bending them. If the roots are 
damaged, trim them as needed. 
Spread the roots over a low cone 
of soil In the center of the planting 
hole. Backfill with the soil re- 
moved from the hole, firming the 
soil in place with your hands.'I al- 
ways add some good compost or 
peat moss in the hole. Finally, wa- 
ter thoroughly to settle soil and 
eliminate air pockets. 

To plant a rose in tight clay or 
porous sand, dig a roomy planting 
hole about 14 inches square put 
the excavated soil in a wheelbar- 
row, and mix the soil with one- 
fourth part peat moss, one-fourth 
part bagged compost or aged ma- 
nure, and a couple of handfuls of 
bone meal. Partially refill the hole, 
spread out the roots of your rose, 
add some more soil and water 
well. Then finish'dumping in your 
enriched soil. 

In our climate where winter 
temps arc apt to get rather cold, 
we need to set the bud union two 
or more inches below the soil sur- 
face. If you wait to buy your roses 
at a nursery or garden center dur- 
ing the growing season, the plants 
will be growing in containers. 
When trans-planting a potted rose 
to the garden, dig a hole that is 
twice the width and about the 
same depth as the'eontainer. Use 
a utility knife to cut the pot away 
so that the roots are disturbed as 
little as possible. 

Later in the season, I'll refresh 
your memories on spraying, prun- 
ing and the fertilizing of your roses 
to keep them looking their best.

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Rosacea riddle threatens 76 million baby boomers 



March has been designated 
Rosacea Awareness Month by 
the National Rosacea Society to 
increase public understanding of 
this little-known but life-disrup- 
tive facial disorder now estimat- 
ed to affect more' than 13 million 
Americans. At the same time, the 
society has instituted a research 
grants program to encourage 
greater scientific knowledge of 
the potential causes and other 
key aspects of this conspicuous 
and embarrassing condition that 
can lead to permanent facial and 
psychological damage if left un- 
treated. 

Rosacea is becoming in- 
creasingly widespread as the 76 
million baby boomers -- one in 
three Americans -- enter the 
most dangerous years for devel- 
oping this chronic and progres- 
sive disorder. Yet a recent na- 
tional Gallup survey found that 
78 percent of the public has no 
knowledge of this condition, in- 
cluding how to recognize it and 
what to do about it. 

"Because the early symptoms 
often masquerade as a sunburn, 
many rosacea sufferers fail to re- 
alize they have a condition that 
can be treated, or they assume 
it's just like teenage acne and 
will eventually go away by it- 
self," said Dr. Larry Millikan, 
chairman of Dermatology, Tu- 
lane University School of Medi- 
cine. Unfortunately, without 
medical help rosacea tends to 
become increasingly more se- 
vere -- often leading to a read 
and swollen nose and, in rare 
cases, even loss of vision. 

"It is essential for any adult 
with excessive facial redness or 
acne-like symptoms to see a der- 
matologist for differential diag- 
nosis and appropriate treatment 
to prevent rosacea's progression 
to more serious stages," Dr. Mil- 
likan said. "Public awareness to- 
day is especially important be- 
cause of the growing prevalence 
of this condition." 

Among the most famous 
rosacea sufferers is President Bill 
Clinton, whose doctors disclosed 
that he has this condition in 
'The New York Times.' Others 
reported to have suffered from 
rosacea include comedian W.C. 
Fields, Princess Diana, financier 
LP. Morgan and the Dutch 
painter Rembrandt. 

During March and year 
round, people who suspect they may 
suffer from rosacea can call die Na- 
tional Rosacea Society's toll-free- 
hotline at 1-888-NO-BLUSH for free 
educational materials and the 
names of dermatologists in their ar- 
eas who treat this often embarrass- 
ing disorder. 

Rosacea usually first strikes 
between the ages of 30 and 60 as 
a redness on the cheeks, nose, 
chin or forehead that comes and 
goes. As the disease progresses, 
the redness becomes ruddier 
and more permanent, and tiny 
dilated blood vessels may be- 
come visible. Left untreated, 
acne-like bumps and pimples of- 
ten develop and, in advanced 
cases, the nose may become 



bumpy, red and enlarged from 
excess tissue •- the condition 
that gave the late comedian W.C. ' 
Fields his trademark bulbous 
nose. In some individuals, 
rosacea also causes the eyes to 
become gritty and red as it in- 
creases in severity. 

Although rosacea is often 
called "adult acne," the Gallup 
survey found that 73 percent of 
the respondents did not know 
this term can refer either to acne 
vulgarism, which primarily oc- 
curs during adolescence but also 
may appear in adults, or to 
rosacea, which can be far more 
serious and requires different 
therapy. 

Perhaps even more devastat- 
ing than its physical effects, 
rosacea often inflicts significant 
emotional and social damage on 
the lives of its victims. In a Na- 
tional Rosacea Society survey of 
1,235 rosacea sufferers, nearly 70 
percent said rosacea lowered 
their self-esteem and self-confi- 
dence, and many said they 
avoided face-to-face contact be- 
cause of their facial appearance. 
Adding to die embarrassment is 
a common myth that rosacea suffer- 
ers, who often have a red face and 
nose, are alcoholics. In fact, the 
symptoms can be just as severe in a 
teetotaler. 

Another false assumption is 
that a person's skin problem is 
due to poor hygiene, and many 
sufferers do not realize that their 
condition can be effectively con- 
trolled with medical therapy and 
lifestyle modification to avoid 
factors that aggravate their indi- 
vidual cases. 

While the cause of rosacea is 
unknown, an astonishing array of 
lifestyle and environmental factors 
often triggers flare-ups in various 
rosacea sufferers. These may include 
sun exposure, emotional stress, hot 
or cold weather, alcohol, spicy food, 
exercise, wind, hot baths, hot bever- 
ages, humidity, certain drugs and 
skin-care products, underlying med- 
ical conditions and many others. 

Although rosacea can affect 
all segments of the population, 
those believed most at risk are 
individuals with fair skin who 
tend to flush or blush easily. The 
disease is more frequently diag- 
nosed in women, but more severe 
symptoms tend to occur in men- 
perhaps because they often delay 
seeking medical help until the disor- 
der reaches advanced stages. There 
Is also evidence that rosacea tends to 
run in families, especially those of 
Irish, English, Scottish and northern 
or eastern European heritage. 

The National Rosacea Soci- 
ety is a nonprofit educational or- 
ganization engaged in providing 
information on rosacea to physi- 
cians, patients and the public, 
and in supporting rosacea re- 
search.

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Composting will soon be 
option for connty residents

If you're tired of clogging up your 
garbage disposal with food scraps, or 
filling up your trash can with coffee 
grounds, another option may soon 
be available to you. 

Starting sometime this spring, 
the Solid Waste Agency of Lake 
County (SWALCO) will oner bins for 
sale which residents can use for com- 
posting household organic wastes. 

Andy Quigley, executive director 
of SWALCO, said the agency is in the 
process of seeking bids to determine 
the cost of purchasing the bins, 

Quigley said each of the bins 
costs about $35 and the agency 
would subsidize a portion of the 
amount. He said residents would 
be able to acquire the bins for 
probably about $20 or $30, al- 
though the exact price has not yet 
been determined. 

The bins are approximately four 
feet tall and 36 inches wide and will 
include instructions on how to use 
the bins. 



Quigley said residents could use 
them to dispose of most types of food 
items such as lettuce, vegetable mat- 
ter, egg shells and coffee grounds, 
This matter will eventually decom-

pose and can be used by the resi- 
dents as compost material to put on 
lawns and gardens, he said. 

"We think this will help reduce 
the amount of organic waste gener- 
ated by households and will give 
people materials for use in their gar- 
dens or lawn management/' he said. 



Quigley said a recent waste sur- 
vey at the landfill found that nearly 
19 percent of the waste being dis- 
posed of at the landfill is food waste. 
"We found a large amount of waste 
going into the landfill is food scraps," 
he said. 

Putting food scraps down the 
garbage disposal is not a good idea 
either because these materials can 
potentially contaminate the ground- 
water supply, according to Quigley. 

"These materials just don't go 
away," he said. 

Quigley said SWALCO esti- 
mates between 1,000 to 2,000 resi- 
dents of Lake County will partici- 
pate in the program. The Village of 
North Barringtonhas established a 
similar composting program and 
about 400 people are participating, 
he said. 

"The program they have in North 
Barrington has been very well re- 
ceived," he said. 

In April, the agency will an- 
nounce four or five sites throughout 
the county where residents can pur- 
chase the bins, Quigley said.

have suggested, "I did not talk to Sen.

In theory, it would, seem like it 
would make sense to have county 
chairman elected countywide," 
LaBelle said. 

"In practice, if that position were 
made countywide, it would radically 
affect the ability of candidates to ' 
consider running for the office be- 
cause of the cost involved in running 
a countywide campaign for this type 
of office. You end up with the possi- 
bility of ending up with a chairman 
that is more indebted to interest 
groups that help fund that election." 

LaBelle said the county board 
took no official position about an at 
large chairman in its legislative pack- 
age to Springfield. 

"If it passes, we'll live with it," he 
said. "The world isn't going to come 
to an end, but we may not like the 
change."

Hunter, an employee of Union Nissan in Waukegan, was 
transporting a 1992 Mazda Miata from Stateline Auto Auction 
at 3:10 p.m. when the accident occurred. He was pronounced 
dead at St. Therese Hospital shortly after.

Citizens exercise new 
means of speaking 

out at ballot box 

There are two-citizen-driven initiatives on the April 13th ballot 
in Lake County. 
Two opportunities for voters to speak out on issues where 
they feel their input was denied by the representatives they 
elected to serve them. 

First, there is the citizens advisory referendum on the proposed 
Six Flags Entertainment Village placed on the ballot by members of 
the newly formed group C.U.R.V (Citizens United for a Residential Vil- 
lage) ofGumee. CURV is seeking more citizen input on the future of 
commercial growth in the village. 

Angry with what they perceive as a lack of input at the village 
board and plan commission levels, this citizens group formed when 
the village board gave the nod to the concept plans and quickly edu- 
cated themselves about the voting process. 

They found out what it took to get an advisory referendum on the 
ballot and went out and got the signatures on the petitions to force the 
Village of Gurnee to listen to citizen input. 

While the referendum will not be binding on the village board and 
its plans to pursue the development, it will give the board the oppor- 
tunity to gauge where its citizenry stands on the issue. 

Four of the six candidates running for Gurnee trustee seats will 
take part in a public forum on March 16, sponsored by C.U.R.V. The 
organization plans to interview all six of the candidates and an- 
nounce endorsements for the village trustee race by month's end. 

In Hawthorn Woods, citizens upset by the way their village gov- 
ernment has handled discussions with mall developerTaubman, have 
forced an advisory referendum question on the matter asking citizens 
to vote on whether the village should approved the Super Regional 
Shopping Mall. 

The advisory referendum was used successfuly in 1993 when Anti- 
och voters gave a thumbs down to a proposal to place a riverboat on 
the Chain O'Lakes. 

While these advisory referendums are not binding on municipal 
governments, their power cannot be underestimated, because they 
represent the voice of the people. 

There was a time when those unhappy with their elected officials 
just waited to vote them out of office when their term expired. 

Today's electorate is not as patient. 

Who says voters are apathetic? 

They aren't when the decision affects their backyard. 

The same could have been said about Americans two centuries 
ago. 

Referendums can 
define communities 

A referendum can be controversial. Some are passed with lit- 
tle opposition. Others attract fierce debate. The focus for 
many people seems to be directed at what they think of the 
proposal, the cost, and disagreements about need to spend 
public money, to raise taxes. 

What does a referendum say about the people in a community 
and the mutual sense of responsibility which they feel for their shared 
actions? 

The approach that Libertyville and Mundelein have taken toward 
the Issue of a new library is very different from the approach that a 
community such as Antioch has taken. In Antioch, the library board 
decided to sponsor a referendum, developed an educational cam- 
paign, and informed voters. It passed. Library improvements are al- 
ready appearing on the shelves. 

The same was true in Antioch of other issues of public finance for 
a new fire station and police station. The village is now considering a 
school bond referendum to cope with student population growth of 
50 percent in the next five years. The educational campaign began last 
November and proceeds every day. 

People can come together and manage their mutual affairs in a 
way that serves notice that they are responsible. How people ap- 
proach their mutual responsibilities is a measure of the whole com- 
munity. 

People evaluate and judge referendum proposals. 

In Mundelein and Libertyville, proposal for library expansion and 
relocation have sparked fierce debate among its citizenry. 

What happens during a referendum evaluates the community. It 
also shows how well citizens are informed and whether or not they 
feel the have been a part of the process. 

The result becomes the community, 

Good and bad. 
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Newcomers ignore 
travel shortcomings 



And still they keep coming. 
David E. Lutyens, direc- 
tor of the Lake County 
Transportation Improve- 
ment Project, continually is amazed 
at the disregard for transportation 
problems by newcomers streaming 
into the county at the rate of more 
than 8,000 per year — the equivalent 
of a new Antioch orWauconda every 
12 months. 

"The last thing they think about 
is transportation," mused Lutyens, a 
30-year-veteran of the Illinois Dept. 
of Transportation before becoming a 
private consultant. Lutyens heads 
up a study team with a budget of $7 
million to make a recommendation 
on Lake County transportation 
needs. Experts are working with a * 
2020 time frame. Their forecast is a 
county with a population of 770,000 
in two decades. 

Prospective residents scrutinize 
school systems and health care 
What's the nearest supermarket? 
How far to the mall? Realtors are 
quizzed endlessly about the rate of 
new home appreciation. Newcom- 
ers ask about real estate taxes. 
Some check out the available houses 
of worship and fitness centers. Are 
there any upscale restaurants? The 
last thing house hunters wonder 
about is highway travel conditions 
and public transportation. 

A wag suggested that highway 
commute isn't part of the equation 
because most buyers shop homes 
and developments on Sunday. 

While prospective home buyers 
may give a low priority to highway 
congestion, once they move in the 
newcomers quickly get on the same 
page as highway engineers — that 
roadway improvements are vital. 
Not so surprisingly, a preliminary 
finding of the survey is that "road- 
way improvements would be the 
most effective means of reducing 
travel congestion." Oh. 

Lutyens dismissed this writer's 
criticism that preliminary findings 
of the study focus on north-south 
travel — a thinly disguised bias in fa- 
vor of construction of the controver- 
sial Rte. 53 extension from Lake- 
Cook Rd. into central Lake County. 
He offered an interesting diagram 
showing that most Lake Countians 
want to travel north or south. Dou- 
ble oh. 
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Isn't getting to the north-south 
arterials the biggest headache of 
Lake County motorists? Lutyens • 
answered by pointing out that east- 
west roads were factored into a find- 
ing that in 20 years, two-thirds of the 
major roadways will be congested 
and that 74 miles of additional lanes 
have been found to be necessary by 
then. What about today? The re- 
port is pretty sketchy on this point. 
Thirty miles have been earmarked 
for upgrading in "multi-year" pro- 
grams, according to Lutyens. That 
means sometime in the future — 
when politicians are willing to cut 
loose the bucks. 

An end result of the extensive 
and expensive study will include a 
"technical decision" on Rte. 53, 
the study director asserted. Lu- 
tyens cleared up a misapprehen- 
sion on the part of Rte. 53 oppo- 
nents that a federal environmental 
study ultimately will knock out the 
future tollway on the basis of air 
pollution and wetlands destruc- 
tion. Not so. Federal input will be 
only part of the final recommen- 
dation, a single document in the 
overall findings of IDOT and the 
Tollway Authority. 

Do you get the feeling that the 
deck might be stacked a wee bit In 
favor of building Rte. 53? 

The crusty career highway engi- 
neer brought forth a chuckle from 
members of the Lakeland Newspa- 
per editorial board meeting with 
highway study experts. "Lore and 
legend has It," Lutyens intoned, 
"that Gov. Dan Walker put the 
brakes on Rte. 53 in 1972." 

Poor Dan, So he's the guy to 
blame for all this highway mess.

After Y2R: Business 
Trends in the New 
Millennium 

If you believe the gloom-and- 
doomers, the world may end on 
January 1,2000. However, there are 
a few of us who believe that busi- 
nesses may actually survive without 
their faithful and trusty computers 
for a few hours.. What then? What 
will the 21st century bring to Amer- 
ican business owners after Y2K? 

Let me jump start your thinking 
process with a few questions. Do 
you believe we'll see the demise of 
the smalt-business owner due to 
continued industry consolidation, 
merger mania and competitive at- 
trition? Will all business move to 
electronic commerce? Who will be 
working? What will the next cus- 
tomer service fad be, and who will 
write the best book about it? 

While 1 can't predict the future, 
1 can tell you this: The coming 100 
years will be the most interesting in 
your lifetime. Here are my 
thoughts on the future. 

Pretty good bets 

* We will survive the Y2K prob- 
lem. Not without some glitches, but 
we will survive. My guess is that a 
few computer hardware and soft- 
ware companies will cash in their 
chips and leave the game. Others 
will spring up where the casualties 
left off. 

* Entrepreneurs will set the 
pace. Big companies will start act- 
ing small in order to survive. "Busi- 
ness Week" reported in January 
that major corporations had re- 
duced their workforces by 678,000 
jobs in 1998. Yet the December 
1990 unemployment rate hit a 28- " 
year low at 4.3 percent. Who kept 
the unemployment numbers iow? 
Entrepreneurs. Yes, small-busi- 
nesses picked up the slack. 

.* Electronic commerce will 
flourish. The use of the Internet 
and the World Wide Web will con- 
tinue to increase at significant 
rates. There are several reasons 
why. First, the information tech- 
nology infrastructure is nearly in 
place. By some estimates, U.S. 
companies have poured nearly S2 
trillion into information technolo- 
gy. Second, access, hardware, and 
software are becoming more af- 
fordable to U.S. consumers. Third, 
the biggest markets in U.S. history - 
the baby boomers and Generation 
X'ers - are driving on-line usage. 
Fourth, all businesses are the same 
size on-line. To me, these indica- 
tors point to increased Internet use, 
and more on-line commerce. 

* Dollar bills will still be valid as 
spending money. A few years ago, 
electronic "smart-cards" were 
hyped as the "future of money." 
The only problem with the smart- 
card approach was that the futur- 
ists didn't factor in the resistance of 
two sets of players: consumers and 
merchants. In addition to cash, 
credit cards will remain strong as a 
method for consumer payment. 
Checks will hang around a few 
more years, despite the nearly bil- 
lion dollar loss bad check writers 
inflict on U.S. businesses each year. 

* Service will continue to dete- 
riorate. Don't look for miracles in 
this area. Most customers will ex- 
pect less service and get it. A few 
will demand better service and pay 
for it. The business community will 
continue to promote customer ser- 
vice as a competitive advantage 
strategy. Speakers will continue to 
speak, writers will continue to write 
and business owners will take pride 
in their "above average" service 
programs.
